Too Much Poison in Elephants | 
To Be Accident, Chemist Says

Arsenic poisoning caused the 
death of seven Ringling Brothers’ 
elephants here, Dr. C. R. Clark, 
gtate chemist, reported yesterday 
after an examination of the vis- 
cera of Puqua, tiny African pigmy 
élephant, which was among the 
first to succumb. 

Chemical tests, Dr. Clark said, | 
showed heavy quantities of poison 
in the animal's stomach—more, he 
believed, than it would have been 
possible to obtain merely from 


vegetation that had been dusted | 
Jenny,” 
tugged the bodies of the dead out 


or sprayed with poison. The 
amount of poison present, he said, 
would seem to indicate it had been 
gdministered purposely. 

Though there was some talk in 
the menagerie tent of the possibil- 
ity.a sadistic maniac had admin- 
istered the poison in peanuts or 
lump sugar, most of the circus of- 
ficials seemed to believe that the 
most tragic thing ever to strike a 
circus elephant herd was the re- 
guilt of sheer accident. 

Making Analysis. 

Some suspect that arsenic 
dusted grass and weeds near the 
reilroad siding where the trains 
unloaded might have been the 
source of the poison, 
Smith. general manager of the 
show. said that earth and vegeta- 
tion frorn the area were being an- 
givzed by the state chemist.

Dislike Medicine. 

Those that were sick were be- 
ing dosed with medicine through 
a long syringe thrust into the 
mouth. They fought against the 
medicine just like children. As 
approached with the 
syringe they would raise their 
heads high, close their mouths, 
shut their eyes and trumpet in 
protest. They would push against 
the syringe with their tongues, 
and even after the dose had been 
administered, when the elephant 
men had turned away, they would 
slyly spit it out. 

To prevent this, Madison called 
for a bucket of coffee, black, and 
after the dose had been adminis- 
tered he would follow it with a 
swig of coffee. The elephant loves 
coffee and swallowed the medi- 
cine with it. 

The first medicine given was a 
kaolin-peptin mixture, a quart to 
each (two teaspoonsful is a dose 
for a child, three tablespoonsful 
an adult’s dose). After the chem- 
ist’s diagnosis definitely pointed 
to arsenic, though, doses of so- 
dium thiosulphate and ferrous sul- 
phate, arsenic antidotes, were giv- 
en to the whole herd, the sick and 
the well. 

Dr. Clark, who visited 
circus yesterday afternoon, 
that he feared more deaths.

It tells you how a specific 
company, by doing certain things, 
has benefited us. 

If we think this is a good coun- 
try and that our mode of living 
is a pleasant one, we should read 
this advertising just as thoroughly 
as we’d read the announcement of 
a new low price on some item we 
happen to need right now. 

Business needs more than sales. 
It needs the confidence and loyal- 
ty of its public. Advertising is 
the voice of business, and adver- 
tising is giving you a report of 
stewardship. It is telling you what 
business is doing and why. It -is 
recognizing that virtue is not 
enough; that you must let people 
know how good you are and how 
you manage to keep that way.

ON MILK PRICE BOOST 

Editor Constitution: Newspaper 
reporting of meeting before Geor- 
gia Milk Control Board on. Octo- 
ber 2, 1941, quotes board chair- 
man, C. Duncan, as stating Atlanta 
milk prices as having been in- 
creased only 7 per cent, whereas 
the national average in the 
year has been increased 14 per 
cent. This infers Atlanta is pay- 
ing below national average for 
milk at present time, whereas the 
current price per quart of milk in 
the United States is 131-2 cents 
while Atlanta is paying 15 cents 
with a further: increase schedued 
in meeting before milk board on 
November 11, 1941. 

A biased statement by a state 
official such as in this 
should surely disqualify him from 
sitting in judgment on the price to 
be paid for such an essential com- 
modity as milk. 

It is realized by the public that 
the other members of the milk 
board being milk producers and 
distributors, the public should not 
be accorded an impartial hearing 
but it was assumed the milk board 
chairman not having direct con- 
nection (that we know of) with 
the dairy interest would at least 
qualify his statements. The U. 
S. Department of Agriculture fig-

Large commercial! and industrial 
customers covered by the curtail- 
ment order are asked to freeze 
their consumption to the weekly 
quota allowed them under the or- 
der on the basis of electricity they 
used during their base billing 
month. 

J. A. Krug, who is administer- 
ing the power limitation order, 
said the following were among fa- 
vorable developments making the

1. Power pooling arrangements 
perfected at a meeting at Char- 
lotte, N. C., this week, pursuant 
to the original order, will bring 
into the shortage area about 6,000,- 
000 kilowatt hours per week more 
power than had previously been 
counted on.

The food situation appears bet- 
ter than it was and Lord Woolton 
(minister of food) seems to be 
keeping his- promise to introduce 
more variety into the menu. We 
are sending enormous stocks of | 
textiles, boots, etc., to Russia, but | 
so far, I think, the ordinary citi- 
zen here has not suffered from our 
depleted stocks. The shortage of 
cigarets, which was one of the 
great nuisances of this last sum- 
mer, is not now so apparent, 
though-I cahnot speak from first- 
hand experience as I am a pipe 
and cigar smoker. 

I hear a lot of talk about the 
ordinary British folk being ‘‘com- 
placent” now that Hitler is fighting 
so desperately in Russia. I have 
not myself seen much of this com- 
placency (and I get about a gre cat 
deal) and suspect the talk of it i 
much exaggerated, The fact is, 
some of our people — notably 


the official classes—were monu-| 


ments of complacency even before | 
Hitler invaded Russia and will re-| 


main such monuments to the very | 
end. 


Not More Complacent. 


But most ordinary folk I have! 
come across are not more compla- | 
cent now than six months or a. 
year ago. Indeed, I think they are | 
less so because now they are anx- | 
ious .that the fullest possible aid | 
should be given to Russia and are | 
very conscious of the fact that now 
it is the Red army that is fighting 
our battles for us. The sooner Brit- 
ish treops are in action, the better. 


Thoughtful people everywhere 
are chiefly preoccupied by the 
same problem—that of production. 
Any failure there may have been 
in production has nothing what- 
ever to do with the skill and en- 
ergy of the individual workers. It 
is a question of organization and 
manpower. 

In my view, our chief trouble! 
has been that the war started 
badly under a government that 
was extremely reluctant to make 
any drastic changes in the eco-/| 
nomic and social system. Indeed, 


000 m0 0 0c 


of the first seven or eight months 
of the war was really a by-product 
of this deep-seated reluctance to | 
make changes. It was easier to in- | 


tend that we should not be called | 


upon to make the supreme effort. | 


The present government has no | 
such illusions, but it has not yet | 
recovered from that bad start. | 
Moreover, as it is fighting a to- | 
talitarian system, it has KA. ad 
been naturally reluctant to appear | 
totalitarian itself, in spite of the | 
fact that gigantic powers were | 
freely voted to it. Thus, it never 
really acted on the principle that | 
our sole object now is to fight and 
win this war and that as long as | 
we Uo that it does ‘not matter if | 
the whole pre-war economic and | 
social system is set aside or put | 
in cold storage. | 


Let me give you two examples | 
that affect production, Firms doing | 
essential war work are often al- | 
lowed to think too much about | 
what is going to happen to them | 
after the war. They should be told | 
brutally that such long-term plan- | 
ning now 1s disastrous and that | 
unless they concentrate entirely on | | 
the work in hand there may be no} 
post-war for them, | 


Secondly, too much manpower is 
still being wasted on what is not 
essential to our wartime life. 
There are still too many clerks at | 
work on accounts in ledgers that 
could be closed and forgotten for 
the duration of the war. On the 
other hand, many activities es- | 
sential to our wartime life, of | 
which agriculture is perhaps the 
best example, are now being dan- 
gerously starved of adequate 
manpower. 

But all such problems are now 
being narrowly considered both in- 
side and outside the government. 
We are, I feel, entering this third | 
winter less clouded by dreams, il- 
lusions and wishful thinking ints 
ever before.

Night"—written to awaken all the 
smug, free people of this democ- 
racy who, like the finely drawn 
and portrayed Miranda Valkonen 
in the play, are “dusting furniture 
4n the face of disaster.” 

It. was a superb presentation of 
an equally fine vehicle—a play 
ard a performance which packed 
force, a power that penetrated a 
receptive audience with its vary- 
ing emotions, bringing unrepressed 
sobs at times and ‘lusty laughter 
at others. 

Lines Unchanged. 

In the introduction that Sher- 
wood writes in the program, he is 
careful to point out this story of 
little Finland in the days immedi- 
ately preceding its invasion and 
during the invasion itself was 
written in January and February 
of 1940 and that “since this play 
irst opened (March 29, 1940) no 
important line of its text has been 
changed.” 

So timely are its lines, its theme 
and thought that the Atlanta au- 
dience, fresh from reading the 
day's headlines, might picture this 
country as the democracy of the 
play instead of Finland. 

The story opens on a radio 
broadcast to America by the Finn- 
ish scientist, Dr. Kaarlo Valko- 
nen (Alfred Lunt), who has just 
been awarded the Nobel prize. The 
mood for the fine performance to 
come is Set there. Immediately the 
broadcast began, the players cre- 
ated the atmosphere of boredom 
which usually accompanies the 
broadcast of a radio speech—so 
well was it done that the theater 
audience was listening to Lunt’s 
speech with the wandering mind 
they might follow a speech over 
the radio in their own living room. 

War Encircled. 

Gradually the peace-loving fam- 
ily is caught in the sweep of the 
war. The German consul (Mau- 
rice Colbourne), a friend of the 
Scientist, caHs to say good-bye as 
the Red Army attacks. He pleads 
with the Nobel: prize winner to 
flee the country. He tells him 
that Germany, not Russia, is be- 
hind, the attack on Finland.

cause such a man as the doctor 
can be. of use to Germany in 
Staying that eventual decay of her 
super race, a decay which in turn 
had come to Rome and to England. 

But the scientist stays to fight 
the uneven fight with his country- 
men and to’study his theories in a 
' human laboratory. . Both he and 
his son die but his son’s wife 
escapes with her newborn baby to 
the native America of Mrs. Val- 
konen, to give the family a “tie 
to the future.” 

Characterizations Good.

The attorney general, who Sat- 
urday announced his candidacy ‘for 
governor in the 1942 election, ex- 
hibited to club members pamphlets 
which he said are being distribut- 
ed in Georgia by subversive 
groups. 

Included were leaflets on the 
organization of “a new southern 
proletariat for revolutionary pur- 
poses” and a booklet which de- 
clared “people in, the south hate 
Germany because the Reich helped 
Lincoln win the Civil War.” 

Arnall said the FBI now has 
files on all the foreign subversive 
groups working in this country 


and that the efforts of their agi- 


tators are being closely watched.

NEW YORK CITY, Wednesday.—The labor representative of 
the Dutch government, who is here for the ILO conference, came 
to lunch yesterday and gave a vivid picture of what it means for 

the working~-people of his nation to be under 
the control of a conquering nation. I wondered 
if he could tell it as vividly to some of our 
people in this country, who wonder why a 
maximum defense effort is necessary when We 
do not seem to be personally menaced. 

I have heard so many people say that what 
we are doing is being done for the British Em- 
pire, or for the other democracies, when in 
reality whatever we do is for ourselves alone. 
First, to keep us from suffering what they are 
already enduring, and next, to try to establish 

i, Semmes 2 for the world a situation in which human beings 
ee will not have to endure such suffering again. 
We are a part of this world family! 

It is encouraging to realize that certain things are still going on 
which were established by the League of Nations, such as the Inter- 
national Labor Bureau and certain health organizations. 

After lunch, the President drove up to Rhinebeck to give his 
advice on the choice of a site for a new school. We all had tea 
together, including the little princesses, Beatrice and Irene.

Vitamins are like people, they have individual characteristics and 
they have friends and enemies. 

The enemy of vitamin C, found so generously in citrus fruits and 
tomatoes, is the oxygen in the air. If juice is squeezed from oranges 
and allowed to stand exposed to the air for a time, much of the 
precious vitamin is lost.

Oxygen also is the enemy of vitamin A, the vitamin found in butter 
and fortified margarines. Should these fats become rancid; much of 
| the vitamin A is lost. 

If vegetables are cooked in water, and the water is thrown away, 
much of the vitamin B is lost. This vitamin is water-soluble; that 
is, it is easily dissolved in water. 

Another enemy of vitamin B is soda. Soda should not be added 
to vegetables to keep them green or to make them cook more quickly, 
because soda destroys vitamin B.

They 
are especially good sources of protein, calcium, phosphorus and iron 
elements that are ainong the most important food essentials. Since the 
cost per pound of any of the dried beans may be figured as all edible 
'material, and since 1 pound of dried beans will increase in bulk during 
preparation so that it will feed 5 to 6 people, they are among the 
cheapest sources of the above-named food mat¢rials.

Yugoslavs living in America are| 


eager to take up arms,” the gen- 
eral said. “We have sent a mili- 
tary mission to America and Can- 
ada to organize the formation of 
a force there.” 

He also said that the Yugoslavs 
hope to raise a battalion among 
the large number of people of 
Yugoslav descent living in Austra- 
lia. Negotiations are going on at 
the present time between the 
Yugoslav government in London 
and the Australian government 
and no serious obstacles are an- 
ticipated, the general added. 

He pointed out that there is a 
psychological advantage in enlist- 
ing Yugoslavs as members of their 
own national army instead of in 
the armies of their adopted coun- 
tries. They are imbued with a 
strong national spirit which the 
brutal Nazi invasion’ served to 
strengthen and might be expected 
to fight their best if surrounded 
by comrades of their native coun- 
try, it was explained. 

General Ilitch told me that the 
most important part of Yugo- 
slavia’s resistance to the Axis ulti- 
mately would be provided not by 
a force formed outside of Yugo- 
slavia but by the army still op- 
erating inside the occupied nation. 

“An army 50,000 strong, armed 
with field guns, machine guns and 
rifles, is still fighting the enemy | 
in Yugoslavia’s mountains and 
forests,” General Ilitch said. “The 
German, Italian and Bulgarian 
troops occupying the country do 
not dare to stray from the main 
roads or outside of the cities and 
a few of the larger towns. They 
are dead men if they do.” 

The general said he received 
secret information at regular in- 
tervals from Yugoslavia. 

“T assure you,” he added, “that 
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the country, though temporarily 
occupied is unconquered. There 
are at least 50,000 other Yugoslav 
soldiers living in villages and only 
waiting until the time is ripe to 
také up again the arms they hid 
in safe places when the country 
was temporarily overrun. They 
would join their comrades who
